The Municipal Loan Fund 


If it were to be apportioned on a 
population basis, Alberta communities 
would be entitled to borrow $2,400,000 of 
the $30,000,000 of 2 per cent money the 
Dominion is offering to lend under the 
municipal loan scheme. 

That, however, is not the basis of 
apportionment. Populations of the prov- 
inces have nothing to do with the case. 
This money is to be loaned direct from the 
tederal treasury to municipal councils. and 
to be loaned to these only for investment 
in revenue-earning enterprises. 

If Alberta municipalities find 
enough self-liquidating projects which the 
Provincial Government will approve and 
guarantee, they will be able to borrow the 
whole $2,400,000. They might get even
